THE TWO ROUTES COMPARED 

The Panama route extends from Colon on the Atlantic 
side to Panama on the Pacific, its total lerg fror eal 
to ocean, being 49.09 miles The lengt! i irbors and € 
trances and in staudard canal sections, is 36.41 miles, and 
that of the sailing line in Lake Bohio is 12.68 miles. The 
heaviest excavation is at the Culebra cut, where the botton 
of the canal is 286 feet below the natural surface of the 
ground. It is estimated that it will take eight years to com 


plete this part of the work 
The Nicaragua Canal extends 46.17 miles from the 6-fathom 








curve in the Caribbean Sea to the San Juan River, thenee 
49.64 miles up the river to Lake Nicaragua, 70.51 miles 
through the lake, and thence 17.34 miles to its terminus 
in the Paeific, its total length being 183.66 miles 

The Panama project cludes five locks, the Ni« a 
nine, there being in each case a tide lock on the 
side. The length of the locks is to be 740 feet in the clear, 


the breadth 84 feet, with a depth, over the head walls and 
over the mitre sills at the lower end, of 35 feet, which is the 
same depth as in the prism of the canal. These dimensions 
will accommodate vessels of the largest size now in use and 
those likely to be constructed in the near future 

The estimates provide for a bottom widtl canal se 
tions of 150 feet; this width is increased on curves; in 
the San Juan River it is to be 250 feet, in Lake Nicaragua 
300 feet, in the harbors at Colon, Greytown and Brito 500 
feet, with turning places 800 feet wide, and in Panama 
Bay 200 feet. 

The estimated time for a deep-draught vessel to pass 
through a canal, at each route, is 12 hours for Panama and 
33 for Nicaragua Exclusive of the length of the canals,

The death mask of President McKinley was made by E. L. A. Pausch of New 
York, in the house of Mr. John G. Milburn, Buffalo, N. Y., at seven o’clock Sunday 
morning, September 15, 1901. The mask was finished in Buffalo, and then sent 
to Mr. George B. Cortelyou, Secretary of the President, at the White House, on 
December 10, and was transferred to the Smithsonian Institution on the same day. 
One cast only was made, and the original mold was destroyed. The full face 
shows the emaciation of the dead President’s features, but the profile is ex- 
ceptionally fine and noble, bearing a striking resemblance to the St. Helena 
death mask of Napoleon.
